1. Thecottage industry work is limited to an area not to 
exceed 500 square feet of gross floor area inside the dwelling on 
the lot or inside an’accessory building on the lot. 


2. The use does not result in an alteration of the 
residential appearance of the dwelling unit or lot upon which it is 
located. 


3. Maximum traffic relating to the cottage industry shall 


be ten (10) vehicle trips per day on average, over the course of a 
single calendar month.

4. The total number of outside employee hours for the 
cottage industry shall not exceed twenty (20) hours per week. 


5. Noise levels for the cottage industry shall not exceed 
sixty-five (65) decibels measured at the property lines. 


6. No more than one sign, non-illuminated, no larger 
than four (4) square feet, may be erected on the premises. No off- 
premises signs relating to the cottage industry shall be allowed. 


Comment: If Amendment No. 1 is approved, Article V, Table of Use 
Regulations, will also be amended by adding the following to Article V: 


Residence General

3. To vote by ballot on the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as 
proposed by the Planning Board of the Surry Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend Article XIII, Information, "Life Safety Code”, by deleting 
the reference to "National Building code, 1967" and inserting in its place 
the following: 


The BOCA National Building Code/1990, published by Building 
Officials & Code Administrators International, Inc., Eleventh Edition, 
copyright date: 1989. 


IN ADDITION, YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED TO MEET AT 
THE TOWN HALL IN SURRY ON THURSDAY, MARCH 10, 1994 
FOR THE BUSINESS MEETING AT THE TOWN HALL AT 7:30 PM 
TO ACT ON THE FOLLOWING ARTICLES OR IN RELATION 
THERETO. 


4. To hear the reports of the Town Officers and Committees. 


5. Shall the Town accept the provision of RSA 33:7 providing that 
any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing 
indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the selectmen to 
issue tax anticipation notes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the board of selectmen 
to accept, on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies, and devises made to the 
Town in Trust for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19.

9. Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 202-A:4-c 
providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the 
public library trustees to apply for, accept and expend, without further 
action by the town meeting, unanticipated money from a state, federal or 
other governmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the fiscal year. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of 
reconstruction of the culvert on the Surry Dam Road at the outlet of Mill 
Pond, or take any action in relation thereto. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the board of selectmen 
to accept gifts of personal property which may be offered to the Town for 
any public purpose, pursuant to RSA 31:95-e. The selectmen must hold 
public hearing before accepting such gift and the acceptance shall not bind 
the town to raise, appropriate, or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair, or replacement of any such personal property.

Highway Equipment or take any action in relation thereto. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget for the 
calendar year 1994 and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 


according to the budget. 


15. To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT - 01/31/94 


Activity for the year of 1993 has been pretty much on an even keel 
with last year. Traffic accidents were up a little as were our arrests. Our 
assistance to outside agencies also climbed, probably due to the fact that 
our surrounding towns know we're out there now. And finally, our motor 
vehicle stops have also climbed. 


The Surry Mountain Recreation Area activity has been fairly 
consistent, although once again, it seems that we still find the need to 
remind everyone that the park closes at 8:00 PM SHARP! Perhaps we can 
get the Rec people to put up some better signs. 


Animal complaints seem to be a constant problem. The worst 
offenders being barking dog complaints and strays. Also now with the 
rabies "epidemic" out there, it seems that we get called if someone just sees 
a raccoon. This is going to be an ongoing problem. Our advice is simply 
that if you encounter a wild animal, stray dog or cat, leave it alone, don't go 
near it, don't corner it, don't feed it, don't give it a chance to bite or scratch 
you. If there is a genuine emergency with an animal, don't hesitate to call, 
we'll figure something out. But for the most part, we are not equipped or 
trained in the safe handling or animals of any kind, dogs and cats included. 


We would like to report that the Cruiser has been working out great! 
It has been running well with only a few repairs being needed, not 
including preventive maintenance and a set of new snow tires. We have 
also gotten numerous compliments on its appearance. As we expected, by 
having the cruiser, we have saved the town hundreds of dollars in gas 
expenditures and mileage reimbursements. 


The Surry Police Department continues its extensive training with our 
weapons and classes on motor vehicle and criminal law changes and 


updates. We are scheduled already for numerous classes well into '94.

The town business meeting was opened at 7:30 pm by Kenney 
Aldrich, Town Moderator, with the pledge of allegiance. The Town 
Warrant was read to residents attending the meeting. 


The polls were open from 2:00 pm to 7:00 pm on March 9, 1993 to 
choose the Town Officers as listed on the Official Ballot. The Moderator 
reported that 94 votes were cast. The rules of order were given by the 
Moderator as to how the meeting would be conducted: 


1. Each article item will be read. 

2. Motions will be made by the floor and then seconded. 

3. Speakers from the floor will have five minutes or less and 
may not speak again until everyone has had a chance. 


ARTICLE 1: To hear the reports of the Town Officers and Committees. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen and the Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to accept trust funds that have 
been received by the Town during the past year. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
convey any real estate acquired by the Town by Tax Collector's deed. Such 
conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or the property 
may be sold by advertised sealed bids, or may otherwise be disposed of as 
justice may require pursuant to RSA 80. Voted in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal 
or another governmental unit, or private source, which becomes available 
during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:95b. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing highway equipment or to take any action in relation 
thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $35,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to a portion of Old 
Walpole Road, or take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000 to add to the capital reserve fund for the purpose of 
reconstruction of the culvert on the Surry Dam Road at the outlet of Mill 
Pond, or take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget for the 
calendar year 1993 and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 
according to the budget. A motion was made to approve the budget as 
amended: to increase appropriation amount under General Government 
Buildings from $4,500 to $7,500 and to increase under miscellaneous 
Revenues ("Other") from $6,000 to $7,500, to accept funds as raised by 
Surry Players for the purpose of providing the Town Hall with 
handicapped access during 1993. This motion was seconded and budget 
was approved as amended ato $237,693. The amount to be raised by taxes 
is $100,893. 


ARTICLE 17: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting. 


1. Mr. Fiorey proposed the demolition of the Wright Grover Building. 
2. Mrs. Barrett brought up the issue of building the new middle school and 
invited everyone to attend information meeting on March 7 and the election 


of March 27. 


3. Mr. Bienvenu displayed the Fire Department's new equipment. 
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4. Mr. Andrews noted upcoming construction on Route 12 related to the 
Transfer Station. 


5. Mrs. Bigelow announced the Surry Players will perform "The Odd 
Couple" on April 2 and 3rd. 


A motion was made to adjourn the meeting; this was seconded, and voted 
in the affirmative.
